This province is well supplied 
with public schools; even, the re- 
mote settlements are, undef our 
laws; able to organize a school 
district’ as’ soon yas they have 
eight children of ,school‘age with- 
ina tadius of four and one-half 
miles square, and you will - find 
that following settlement; prompt- 
ly all through thé remote .parts 
of the province the “little red 
school house’’ is being erected. 
School attendance is compul- 
sory. All towns \and cities in the 
province are required to, employ 
truant . officers for the enforce- 
ment of the act. Besides the loc- 
al officers the province is at lib- 
erty’ to appoint truant officers 
with»provincial jurisdiction. Our 
school inspectors report that the 
law is being-well enforced by the 
local authorities in the towns 
and cities, and of course if we 
should find that any town com- 
munity is lax in its enforcement 
we would exercise the power con- 
ferred by law to have a provin- 
cial truant officer enforce the: act. 
In rural and village communities 
the department of education und- 
ertakes the duties of compelling 
attendance at school. ‘All’ child- 
ren between the ages of seven and 
fourteen are required to - attend 
school during the full term unless 
excused by sickness or other un- 
avoidable cause.. Employment of 
children during school hours is 
prohibited by law. Being educat- 
ed at home or in a private school 
is not an excuse under our tru+ 
ancy act unless a certificate of a 
public school inspector can. .be 
produced showing that the child 
is receiving proper instruction, 
The law was amended at the 
last session of the legislature to 
make it more workable, and I 
think that, now we have a very 
satisfactory act. Our organiza- 
tion for enforcement in the vil- 
lage and rural communities is as 
follows: Our chief truant officer 
is Mr. M. M. O’Brien, who has 
all the necessary assistance he re- 
quires. for the purpose; all our 
school inspectors are truant of- 
ficers'’ with provincial jurisdic- 
tion; Mr. O’Brien requires every 
teacher, ta furnish every three 
months a truancy report with re- 
spect to’his or. her school, giving 
full particulars of all children of 
school age. in the district who 
either have not been attending 
at all or have not been attending 
regularly, giving reasons where

TO TORONTO STUDENTS 

Toronto, Dec, 20.—Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier was the guest recently of 
the Literary and Scientific Soci- 
ety of- University College, Univer- 
sity of Toronto. It was the an- 
nual dinner of the society and 
was held in the convention room. 
The other guests were Sir John 
Gibson, lieutenant-governor; Hon. 


W. J. Hanna, provincial secre- 
tary; N. W. Rowell and Sir Allan 
Aylesworth, 


Sir Wilfrid traced the develop- 
ment of the democratic. ideal 
down through the ages from the 
time of early Rome and Greece 
;and the subsequent operation of 
the feudal system, the uprisingsof 
the French revolution, the merg- 
ing of the American republic and 
the.American Civil War, which re- 
sulted in the abolition of slavery, 
to .existing demotratic ‘institu- 
tions. -
